TWO DIVERSE METHODS OF 
KEEPING ORDER. 

To understand certain afiomalios connect- 
ed with civil administration, out here in 
the East ending ao often in the miscarriage 
of Justice, we must take into swount con- 
bpicuous differences in methods, 

CHINESE METHODS. 

Basat principles are different. The Loca- 
tion of responsi bill'y is a prime considera- 
tion in al! Chinese judicature. Not only 
aro the actual perpetrators of scrime held 
accountable, but miny others may be in- 
cluded. The crimes of children may hare. 
a retroactive application, Parente are 
sometimes held to blame for the bad con- 
duct even of grown-up sons. If they hed 
been faithful thoso law-breaking children 
would have givon way to well-behaved 
members of the community. Some degrae 
of reflex punishment therfore is not out of 
place. So too the gentry are held respoo- 
sible for the members of their clans, and 
District Magistrates for tho well-being of 
their districta. Viceroys too are held 
accountabla for outbreake, The prin- 
ciple of co-ordinate accountability runs 
through tho entire social system. We have 
even the Emperor making confession of 
responsibility for the misderonour of his 
people; and of Governors reporting thom- 
selves to the Board of Panishment ssking 
to bo dealt wlth for failure to maintaio 
order. Villegen are liable for offences 
eammitted in their neighbourhoods, and 
householders for misconduct in front of 
their doorways. It is held that poople may 
be justly deait with for not interfering to 
ptevent crime ; and for not being on the 
alert to discorn the portonts of crime in 
courss of forming. Quite sloug in the 
name line auspicion attaching to one is 
made aaocrigua thivg, A man may be held 
up till he explains away covery suspicious 
circumstance. Ho must exculpate himself. 
Failing to do so the consequences to bim- 
self may be serious, Then too in exactin; 
testimony the Ohincse syatem is severe anc 
may be arbitrary and unfair oftentimes. 
All this aside from the bratal use of torture 
which the yood eense of my Chinese 
themselves has boon led to sbhor. Aside 
from all such owtrageous methods Chinese 
interrogation of witnesses is sharp and 
unceremonious, If the witness has 
a straight and connected story well 
adjusted in all its parts, and can 
stand the peculiar cross fire of two or thre 
successive’ examinations withoat turning up 
an incousiatency then all very well; but if 
he is caught lying or prevaricating or 
dodging or duvbling up in his story it may 
go roughly with him. Tha shoe sole or the 
rattan or the bamboo correction, is resorted 
‘to without hesitation. One other thing of 
vost. im,ortancs must be mentioned. In 
urgent or aggravated cases & magistrate 
may come down upon a body of offenders 
and deal ant to them a tempest of un- 
ceremonious discipline. [Retellious clans 
and law-breaking villages separately pod 
singly may be made the subjecta 
of these suromary proceedings, Legal fic- 
tions and quibbling find uno place whon 5 
case of that kind ocours. That a grest 
offence has beon committed is to be seen 
by everybody. The public ssnse of justice 
upbolds a vehement demonalration to begin 
with,—aa explosion of righteous indigna- 
tion somewhat commensurate with the out- 
raga,—an imprompta use of the rod, the 
seizure of s nomber of headmen, the raid- 
ing of a faw buildings with perhaps the 
rezing or burning of some of them to the 
ground—alj,ahis, and then the more minute 
proceedin Follow at the Yawbnin due time. 

The: things, be it observed, are 
thoroughly Obinese. ‘They understand 
them. Jt ie through them that China is 
governed. ‘The co-ordination of respan- 
sibility is-in 
and good behaviour, Tt isoften a. subject 
of remark that large Chinese cittes are cone 
trolled with a smaller active police forces 
than cities of the same lta in tho West, 
It ia thought that this Is dus to the orders 
loving tastes of the people. Jt is not 
wholly true. Fer tore of tis due to the 
fact that law ond usage hold men of the 
sity and meu of the village responsible tee 
two men begin a quarrel belure theit doors 
it is their interest to save them on to the 
next mania preinised, ands tothe next, 
and possibly they @ill run them out of tho 
village.”

of the judge. The Western sensibility is 
dolicately attuned, We sre humane in & 
high degres even in our trestment of the 
colpable. it ig part of our judicia} glory.”

WHAT SHALL WE READ? 
A PLEA YOR THE NOVEL. 

Lord Windsor’s: Presidential Address to 
the Library Asscciation at Cardiff, bas the 
rare demerit of tcing too ehort, mya the 
London Daily News. Hie subject is the 
improvement of publio taste in reading, but 
be does little more than tell ua thet publio 
taste ought to be improved. He is talking 
to Librariaos—a mighly curporation, In- 
cluaive of all tho talents, but be rightly ad- 
dresses himself tothoir homblest representa- 
tive—the owner of the private library, and, 
as we gather, the owner of the avorge sort. 
How is this person to be saved by his collec 
tion how is ho to buy with proft in the 
higher reuse? Li he follows the taal of the 
day, the taste of mere liking, without the 
corrective of oritical judgment, he nay atore 
bis shelves with rubbish, A writer in The 
Nevo Review has discovered that most met- 
ropolitan readers under the Free Libraries 
Act prefer fiction and purely juvenile works 
to more silid matter, ‘Lboaveregemau who 
colleots may buy vn the aame principle, and 
Jeave but a cartlosd of rubbish to posterity, 
Why not? While there remains s market 
for waste paper, pooterity will always have 
ite romedy. Lord Windsor’s more imme- 
diate remedy is that the Librariacs should 
exercise a formative influence over pablio 
taste. They should reason with the bor. 
rower, since he, in hie turn, may become the 
buyer, and show him what is well done ia 
literature, and whol io ill, The toste for 
fiction, we rejuics to seo, Lord Windavr 
regarde as past-praying for or rather praying 
against, He accepts it, like a wise man, 
eonordes that 
‘novels and stories may be fur frum un- 
profitable reading if the tune is hoalthy the 
construction ekiltul, and the style pure.’ 

This ie a little too patronising, Hiction 
hag shaped maukind more than all other 
writing. It haa been meat and drink to 
them—bistory, philosophy, criticiam of life, 
and things in general, There aro as good 
fishes coming outof that aea to-day us ever 
were cought init, J'rom tho Arabian story- 
tellor to Mr Mudio’s hands the fiction writera 
have been the middlemen.of well-nigh all 
spirifual influenca whatsoever. As with 
other middlemen, the measure of their eua- 
cess is their power to supply a woot. On 
the whole, therefore, they and the reader 
had hetter be left to ecttle the matter be- 
tween them, If ho is a strong reader, he 
will want good powerful fiction; if ho ia 
not—well, weak people have a right to live, 
On the whole, the beet fiction is most in-de- 
mand, and its good wine hardly needa’ the

to hang over the writer’s door. ‘The Libra- 
rians, as wo seo, are to invite the reader's 
attention to style, tone, construction, and 
all tho rast of it, They bad better tell him 
to look in bie hoart, and ask a question, 
whon the book is done, and then leave bia 
alone, The-same observation applies as well 
to book buyers sa to the customers of the 
ciroulating library. Let a keen, sympathetic, 
and bealthy-minded man buy ull the books 
thot enit his pooket and his toste, and hy 
will not go far wrong, even with posterity. 
Tle will be true to his own onture aod his 
own time, and thstisenough. Besides there 
is always the tremendous question: What 
has posterity done for ua that we are to read 
for its pleasure, instead of our own? Many 
altempts to readin that way buvo evded in 
aieal failure. Rarely, indeed, can the 
standard of ono oge be the stondard of 
another, The author of * Klegant Extracts,’ 
no doubt flattered himself that hehad made 
a book which would liveforaver, So indeed 
it may, but chielly aga catalogue of furgotten 
writers. Skilful construction and purity of 
style aro good things, but who las them ? 
Very often he that died o' Weduesday and 
will! nover revive, ‘Chere is. alill the ‘Lh 
know not what, Bloore’s: 'Zeluco’? is pro- 
bably superior ia both to the bert of Scott. 
Each ago wants the old things said in a new 
way—itsown.
